‘thought to the Fair, and of course, should

At the present time any elector can cast 
from one to three votes, according to his 
qualifications. The Socia ists and Liberals 
claim that workingmen cannot obtain more 
than two votes, whereas the rich get three; 
and moreover, that in the rural districts 
voters who are under the domination of the 
priests and who support the present govern- 
ment are often fraudulently en three 
votes instead of two, to which, at the most, 
they are entitled. 

The soul of the Socialist movement in 
Belgium is M. Van der Velde, a member of 
the Chamber of Deputies, who is a brilliant 
speaker and has great influence over the 
masses. He is tall and lithe, with a quiet 
manner. He recently married an English 
woman who is a 60 an active Socialist and is 
president of the Woman’s Federation of Bel- 
glum.

The statement of assessments by the City Board of Equaliza- 
tion, published in detail in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, is full of 
encouragement. 

The increases in assessed values of real estate is a recognition 
of the prosperity of the city and the growth of business. The 
total of the additions on real property amounts to nearly 316, 
000,000, the bulk of which is upon downtown holdings. 

The assessment upon franchises, however, carries hope of mu- 
nicipal regeneration. It is only a beginning and some of the 
assessments seem too low, but the practice, once begun, will 
never be abandoned. The taxable value found, $4,280,940, will pro- 
vide a kandsome revenue for city and schools. 

This phase of the subject is of interest especially to merchants 
and manufacturers who are oppressed by barbarous licence 
taxes. With every advance in the application of the principle 
of franchise taxation there is an advantage gained which will 
enable the business community to throw off the restrictive taxes 
which hinder trade and prevent the normal extension of the city’s 
commerce.

A Little Smoke Talk. 


Whenever anything goes wrong with a 
man who smokes cigarettes, his downfall is 
immediately attributed by many persons to 
the fact that he smoked cigarettes. No oth- 
er reason is ever sought for. The latest 
example is Joseph Flanagan of Oakland, 
Cal. At the age of 3 years he commenced 
to smoke cigarettes. For five years, we are 
informed, he smoked incessantly. (Cigar- 
ette smokers always smoke incessantly.’’) 
Now, at the age of 40, he is in an asylum 
for the insane. What did it? Cigarettes, 
say the wise ones. 

Let us see. Although Fianagan “smoked 
incessantly,” he managed to consume only 
40 cigarettes a day. If ne were awake 16 
hours a day that would mean he smoked 
2% cigarettes an hour, or one every 24 min- 
utes. Any cigarette smoker knows that any 
cigarette, properly smoked, will last only 10 
minutes; therefore Flanagan could not have 
“smoked incessantly.“ A little calculation 
proves that he smoked only 29 per cent of 
the time. 

There was once an absurd story that Rob- 
ert Louis Stevenson smoked 150 cigarettes 
a diy. This would mean 1,095,000 cigarettes 
in 20 years, or one each six minutes during 
each waking hour for two whole decades. 
Persons who know anything about cigar- 
ettes know that this story is not true. Stev- 
enson may have smoked 60 a day, but even 
at that he managed to attain quite a repu- 
tation, The same is true of Paderewski. 

Some observers contend that Mr. Flana- 
gan was as crazy at & as he is said to be 
at 40, else he would never have commenced 
to smoke cigarettes at that age.

Association School Is One of the Large 
Educational Institutions of the 


City. 


The report of the educational depart- 
ment of the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation, as read by Thomas G. Rutledge, 
shows the association school is one of the 
large educational institutions of the aity. 
It was in session from Oct. 7 until April 5. 

In 1899 there were less than 200 men en- 
rolied in the classes. In 1900 there were 
471 men. In 1901, 522; and in the present 
year, 537. The class work is conducted at 
the North Side Branch at 1907 St. Louis 
avenue, the Central Branch, and the South 
Side Branch, 1800 South Eighteenth street. 
Thirty-one different classes were conduct- 
ed. German, French, Spanish, Latin, Eng- 
lish, rhetoric, grammar, arithmetic, alge- 


bra, geometry. bookkeeping, shorthand, 
typewriting. business correspondence, pen- 
manship, rawing, elocution, public speak- 
ing, English literature, trigonometry and 
commercial law were taught. The largest 
Class was in arithmetic, at the Central 
Branch, with 78 members. The average 
attendance at the classes was about four- 


fifths of the membership. and as a rule | 


members who were absent were detained | 
by night work. Fifty-two different voca- 
tions were represented by the men in the 
various classes. 

The ages of the students in the men's 
classes range from 16 to 50 years.
